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EMOTION-PACKED WEEK 


Ben-Gurion, Goldmann Sharply 
Differ On Nazism In Germany

NEW YORK (P-O) — In the 
Concourse Plaza hotel in the 
Bronx, @ man cried. He was a 
Jew with a number. 

In the Waldorf-Astoria hotel, 
tears rolled down the cheek of 
the German chancellor. He was 
a German with a past. 

Against the backdrop of these 
tears remembering the past, the 
two leading Jewish spokesmen 
in the world looked at the Ger 
many of the present. They viewed 
it differently. 

Premier Ben-Gurion after meet- 
ing German Chancellor Adenaue1 
in the Waldorf said: “The Ger 
many of today is not the Ger- 
many of yesterday.” 

NARUM GOLDMANN, speak 
jne’af the Concourse Plaza where 
a reunion of Auschwitz survivors 
was held said: “I am not ready 
to testify like some Jewish lead 
ers that Germans of today are a 
new German people.” 

Two emotion-ladden meetings 
took place last week. One was 
between Ben-Gurion and Aden 


auer. The other was the Ausch 
witz reunion. 
After a two-hour session with 


Adenauer, Ben-Gurion came out 
with a declaration from the Ger 
man chancellor that Germany 
will continue her support of Is 
rae] in the future.

that two heads of state met on 
such friendly terms and had such 
nice things to say about each 
other can be considered de facto 
recognition. 

This for Ben-Gurion is suffici 
ent for the moment. It needs no 
ratification in Israel, and there- 
fore saves Ben-Gurion a bitter 
cabinet crisis. 

ADENAUER SAID he _ was 
“deeply moved” by his meeting 
with Ben-Gurion. He praised his 
statesmanship and called him the 
“chief architect of modern Israel 
and its remarkable development.” 
He said the German _ people 
“drew deep satisfaction” from the 
fact that through’ reparation 
payments to victims of Nazism a 
contribution has been made 
towards the rehabilitation in Is 
rael.” 

HE THEN promised “support 
of Israel will continue to bear 
fruit in the future.” Ben-Gurion 
for his part said: 

“My people cannot forget the 
past, but we remember past not 
in order to go back to it but that 
it shall never recur.” He repeated 
his statement to the Knesset 
during swastika daubings, that 
the “Germany of today was not 
the Germany of yesterday,” and 
that after his meeting with 
the chancellor, “I am sure my 
judgment was correct.” 

He then wished Adenauer “all 
success in his efforts to guide 
Germany in the path of democ 
racy.” The meeting itself between 
the two statesmen was reported 
to have been emotion-laden, and 
at one point, when the two men 
were discussing Nazi past, 
Adenauer was scarcely able to 
control his feelings. 


ACCORDIDNG TO German 
sources, the atmosphere was so 





charged with emotion that other 
people present Came away 
shaken and “drenched with per- 
spiration.” 

Whatever may have happened 
within the precincts of the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria Towers where both 
men were staying and where they 
conferred, the scene in and about 
the Concourse Aushwitz reunion 
was a rather different one. 


Here Dr. Goldmann emphati 
cally hit Ben-Gurion saying 
“No one has the right to give 
present German people a certifi 
cate of their being a new people, 
on behalf of world Jewry.” He 
asserted that “Germans of to- 
day have not changed.” 


GOLDMANN further said 
although “we have many friends 
we are not sure of majority ot 
German people.” 

Goldmann spoke at the gather- 
ing of former Auschwitz inmates 


here. About 700 men and womer: 
got together for the first time 


to pay tribute to UJA and estab 
lish a world-wide scholarship 
fund for the children in memory 
of those that perished. The at 
mosphere was highly emotional! 
filled with horrible memories ol 
unimaginable horrors. 


AFTER Goldmann spoke a 
white-haired man of 48 was tell 
ing story of how Germans cre 
mated his four children. 

As we left the Concourse 
Plaza in the Bronx, what hap 
pened 15 years ago seemed just 
like yesterday. At the Times 
Square subway station two 
leather-coated German tourists 
walked in, Half drunk, with red 
perspiring faces, they complained 
in German about lack of real 
“unterhaltung” in New York 
They were the Germans of to- 
day, And one would wonder: are 
they different than the Germans 
of yesterday? Germans of Ausch- 
witz,

Starting this week the Jewish 
Agency will become a non-fune 
tioning institution transferring 
all its former departments like 
the culture department, Herzl 
institute, youth dept. to spon. 
sorship of AZC. 

However aliya and the Patwa 
dept. will be transferred to the 
World Zionist Congress. 

The former because of their 
cultural status are tax exempt 
and therefore will be entitled to 
the AZC US. tax status.

B-G Talks Down

NEW YORK (P-O)—Speaking 
to a group of 400 United Jewish 
Appeal and Israel bond leaders 
as well as heads of all Jewish 
organizations, Premier Ben- 
Gurion told American Jewish 
youths they 
ought to spend 
at least a year 
of study at 
Hebrew Uni- 





versity. 
The meeting, 
arranged by 


the UJA and 
Israel bonds 
was off-the-rec- 
ord. No one Ben-Gurion 
here could explain why even his 
remarks having no siginificance 
whatsoever to Israel's security 
were off-the-record. 

Many in the audience felt Ben- 
Gurion talked down to the group, 
underestimating their grasp of 
Israel’s problems. 

Ben-Gurion for the first time 
recognized American Jews as 
equal partners in Israel’s growth, 
Up to now Israeli leaders have 
referred to American Jews as 
merely helpers in Israel’s devel- 
opment. 

State Department officials in 
Washnigton, the New York Her- 
ald Tribune reported were pleased 
with the minimization of Ben- 
Gurion’s contacts with American 
Jews, so it would not appear 
that the Israeli Premier was in-

Pathetic Remnant of Polish Jewry 
Lives to Emigrate to Israel 


LONDON (P-O) The rem- 
nants of the once mighty Polish 
Jewish community lives but for 
one purpose—get out and emi- 
grate to Israel, reports the War- 
Saw correspondent of the London 
Jewish Observer and Middle East 
Review. 

While most surviving Jews in 
Poland left when Israel became 
a nation and opened its doors, a 
minority stayed on for a numbe1

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How to Convert fo Judaism 


By SUZANNE MESSING 

NEW YORK (P-O) — Is there 
someone in your family who will 
be marrying a non-Jew in the fu 
ture? If they are, and if theu 
intended spouse intends to con 
vert to Judaism, this is what con 
fronts the non-Jewish newcomers 

At least 2,000 Americans con 
vert to Judaism every year, ac 
cording to Rabbi David Max Eich 
horn, who has done severai 
studies on the subject. “This is 
a very conservative figure,” Rab- 
pi Eichhorn says. “I’m sure that 
the actual number is much great 
er.” 

The conversions take place des- 
pite Judaism’s refusal to seek 
them nor encourage them. 

Although Orthodox, Conserva- 
tive and Reform leaders agree 
on this basic point they differ 
greatly in their requirements for 
conversion. 

This is what it takes for a 
man or woman to convert to 
Judaism according to leaders of 
the three groups. 


THE REFORM group is the 
most liberal in its demands on 
the convert. It does not require 
circumcision or ritual bathing 
according to Rabbi Daniel L. 
Davis, director of the New York 
Federation of Reform Syna- 
gogues, Davis is also the author 
of “How to Become a Jew,” a 
pamphlet distributed by Reform 
rabbis to prospective converts, 

The Reform movement’s view 
is that “it would be crude, if not 
cruel to require circumcision of 
a grown man,” Davis said. 

If a person in the New York 
area convinces a Reform rabbi 
of his genuine desire for conver 
sion, the rabbi refers him to a 
course at the House of Living 
Judaism. The Reform group ts 
the only one which gives instruc. 
tion in a class. Conservative and 
Orthodox rabbis give only in- 
dividual instruction. The course 
lasts nine weeks, about one hour 
each week. ‘ 


THESE ARE the subjects dis 
cussed: history of the Jews, basic 
Jewish concepts, the synagogue, 
worship and prayer, ceremonies 
in Jewish life, the American Jew- 
ish community and Reform Juda- 
ism 

Students who complete’ the 
course are referred back to rabbis 
for the conversion ceremony. Of 
the 150 to 200 persons that usual- 
ly enroll in each course, about 
% complete their conversion. 

IN A PRIVATE ceremony ia 
the presence of witnesses or at 
a Sabbath service the convert is 
asked to give up his former faith, 
to share the faith and fate of the 
Jews, to bring up his children as 


Jews and have his sons circum- 
cised. to take a Jewish name and 
join a synagogue. A certificate 


of conversion is then issued which 
is kept in the archives of the 
synagogue. 

Rabbi Davis says that althougt 
More men than women convert 
the difference in number is not 
large. Eichhorn in his study, how- 
Wer, found that among all con- 
verts to Judaism four out of five 
were women and most were moti 
vated by plans to marry a Jew. 

In the Reform group, Rabbi 
Davis said, many converts be- 
long to congregations, some ac- 
tively so, and the congregation 
accept them

THE CONSERVATIVE 
ment requires a_ potential 
vert to study three months be- 
fore ocnversion. His teacher is 
usually a rabbinical student, who 
is often paid for the lessons. 

Converts in the New York area 
are often referred to Rabbi Phi- 
lip R. Alstat, a resident rabbi at 
the Jewish Theological Seminary 
He stresses, however, that con 
version is not an offical concern 
of his. It is simply because he 
lives at the seminary, he says. 
that former students often refer 
cases to him. In the past 15 years. 
Alstat has directed the conversion 
of 75 persons. Most of these 
were women who were planning 
io marry a Jew. About half had 
been Protestants and half Cath 
olics, 

RABBI ALSTAT has found 
that although the Jewish family 
involved in such a marriage often 
never really accepts the convert 
as a Jew, the parents of the con 
vert have in almost every case 
accepted the conversion of their 
child. 

In the Conservative group re 
quirements for conversion have 
been set up by the Rabbinical as 
sembly. They are: three months 
of study in the following sub 
jects: history on either a col 
lege, high school or elementary 
level, depending on. the back- 
ground of the convert; the reaa 
ing of one or two books on priu 
ciples and practices of Judaism; 
mechanics of reading Hebrew; 
discussion of Jewish problems 
such as anti-Semitism; the dif 
ference between the three 
branches of Judaism; discussion 
on what makes a Jewish home. 
and visits to the three different 
types of synagogues, 

THE CEREMONY of conver- 
sion includes immersion in a 
mikvah for both men and women, 
and for men circumcision, For 
those already circumcised, tech- 
nical circumcision is required 
that is the letting of a blood 
drop. The convert is then taken 
to a synagogue by three wit- 
nesses. There he pledges to bring 
up his children as Jews, to adop: 
a Hebrew name and generally 
takes the same views as are taken 
by the convert in a Reform syna- 
gogue. 

“Although in Jewish law the 
convert has the status of a Jew,” 
Rabbi Alstat said, “it is difficult 
for Jews to ‘accept the convert 


move- 
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But because of the intermarriag: 


rate we netoeteneling choose the 
lesser evil. We accept converts 
rather than have the Jewish per 
son marry in a church or in a 
civil ceremony.” 

Rabbi Alstat said he has no 
way of knowing if the convert 


is observant or if his children 
marry Jews. He does recall twe 
individual cases however In one 
a woman convert divorced her 
Jewish husband but continued to 
practice Judaism. In another case 
a young woman studying fo 
conversion broke her engagement 
to a Jew but continued with her 
instructions and was converted. 
“The Orthodox attitude towarc 
conversion is governed entirely 
by the Shulhan Oruch, the code 
of Jewish law,” said Rabbi Is- 
rael Klavsan. He is executive 
vice-director of the Rabbinical 
council of America (RCA). 
The rabbi must never encour- 
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age a prospective convert. As a 
matter of fact, he is supposed to 
discourage him at least three 
times during instruction prior 
to conversion. 

THE DESIRE to marry a Jew 
is not considered 


sufficient rea 
son for conversion, “I do no 
consider that we can accept non 


sincere converts so that the Jew 


ish partner can still conside: 
himself Jewish,” Rabbi Klavai 
said, If, however, the potentia’ 


convert, expresses willingness to 
observe the Sabbath, kashruts 
and family purity laws his in 
struction begins. 

The instruction is individua: 
and is left up to the rabbi. When 
the convert feels he is ready to 
accept Judaism he goes before a 
Beth Din, a religious court com 
posed of three persons. The male 
must undergo real or technica! 
circumcision and both males and 
females must take the ritual bath 
symbolic of the washing away 
of idolatry. 

“When a marriage is involved,” 
Rabbi Klavan_ said, “parents 
sometimes objects even if the 
non-Jew experiences a_ fenuine 
conversion. From the religious 
point of view, however, that ex 
clusiveness is not justified.” 


RABBI KLAVAN believes that 
most converts are fairly observ- 
ant and might be more so if their 
Jewish mates were. “But,” he 
adds, “conversion is a gamble

WOMEN'S VIEWPOINT

While I haven’t yet read Her- 
man Wouk’s “This Is My God,” I 
have gone through most of his 
previous writings and, up until 
“Marjorie Morningstar,” was 
most impressed. Of “M.M.,” I 
must say that my reaction— 
about three-quarters through the 
book—was that both of us, au- 
thor Wouk and reader Cohen, 
decided at just about that point: 
“Why in heaven’s name was this 
story began in the first place?” 
But to get back to his latest 
effort, I feel that Dr. Maurice 
Eisendrath has a legitimate com 
plaint in the latest issue of 
“American Judaism” when he 
rebukes Wouk on his presenta- 
tion of Reform Judaism in “This 
Is My God.” 
“His somewhat too. self- 
righteous disclaimer of scholar- 
ship does not absolve him from 
presenting the case of Kal Yis- 
roel fairly. He voluntarily under- 
took to describe Judaism to ill- 
informed Jews and to non-Jews; 
it is a disservice to the One God 
he seeks to praise that he has 
chosen to denigrate fellow Jews. 
Reform Judaism, he writes on 
p.244, came into being “to make 
the religion easier and more at- 
tractive in modern terms.” Not 
a word about the earnest search 
for intelligibility or the honest 
effort to shape a meaningful rit- 
ual. Not a word about the my- 
riads redeemed from assimila- 
tion and saved for Judaism by 
Reform, not a word about its 
great seminaries, its scholarly 
leaders . . . ‘The formulas of dis- 
sent,” he writes, “make a pleas- 
ant compromise for people who 
want an easier life than the law 
asks. or who have little training, 
yet want a taste of Judaism. 
“To non-Jews,” continues Eis- 
endrath, “the implication is in- 
escapable that all Reform and 
Conservative Jews must be (1) 
lazy and (2) ignorant.” 

DR. EISENDRATH also re- 
marks on the fact that while 
Wouk is quick toe quote from 





non-Jewish scholars, he doesn’t 
seem to be acquainted with the 
“lucid and pertinent works of 
Milton Steinberg, Maurice Sam.- 
uel, Abba Hillel Silver, Solomon 
Freehof, Orlinsky, Ginsberg and 
his classic ‘Legends’ . to cite 
but a few.” 


While it is diffucult to excuse 
Wouk, since an author, he is 
aware of the vast array of knowl- 
edge at his fingertips if he but 
walk through the doors of the 
library, and he could have done a 
little studying on that subject it 
should be stressed that this is 
the same line of argument he 
hears from his spiritual leaders 
—the dissenters are those who 
are lazy and ignorant. How they 
can get away with this argu- 
ment is difficult to discern, 
when one has only to answer, 
you mean you consider Rabbi 
Stephen Wise ignorant and lazy? 
Or Abba Hillel Silver or Milton 
Steinberg or Joshua Leibman or 
Solomon Goldman or Mordecai 
Kaplan or Nelson Glueck or Ja- 
cob Weinstein? Is it not rather 
that these learned, devoted men 
could not accept the tenets of 
Orthodoxy? 


Let Wouk read the biographies 
of Isaac Mayer Wise and Sol- 
omon Schecter, founders of Re- 
form’s Hebrew Union College 
and the Conservative Jewish 
Theological Seminary, to see if 
he can detect a single lazy, 
norant undedicated bone in their 
bodies.

Let him read the history of 
Reform in Germany and_ see 
where the emphasis lay.

But I still think that at this stage 
it is better to help aliyah with- 
out resolutions than to adopt 
resolutions and issue calls with- 
out helping odlim adjust them 
selves in Israel. 

And I think the best solution 
would be a strong organization 
in the United States and Canada 
to help aliyah an odlim estab- 
lish themselves in Israel.

Canadians in Israel to finaace 
mortgage companies, housing, 
employment offices, ulpanim for 
Hebrew, a bank to loan money 
to small investors, a bank to 
give loans at low rates to inter- 
est to any kibbutz which has a 
substantial perecentage of Amer- 
icans and Canadians. Let that 
organization be free from any 
party politics and any ambitions 
of existing Zionist leadership 
and any allergies about aliyah.

Joseph Schwartz, if it should turn out that he will be 
the American named to conduct actual disbursement of 
the funds of the new corporation in Israel and elsewhere. 


BOTH OF THESE men have the confidence of the 
American Jewish community, and of Israel too. Their long 
years of service to Jewish causes have made them princes 
in the sense that they belong to Jewish tradition. 


The new corporation removes from the hands of of- 
ficial Zionist bodies all financial matters as far as the 
U.S. Jewish community is concerned. When some years 
ago fund-raising for Palestine was taken away from the 
United Palestine Appeal (now the United Israel Appeal), 
the distribution of funds still remained within control of 
the Jewish Agency. Now even this last, and most im- 
pertant control, by Zionists has been removed. 


WHEN THE OFFICIAL pronouncement is forthcom- 
ing, it will be seen that between the non-Zionists in the 
United Jewish Appeal and the non-Zionists who will come 
to the new corporation from the Council of Jewish Fed- 
erations and Welfare Funds, a majority of the twenty-one 
places to be filled will be in non-Zionist hands. 


The new corporation could be composed, as it will be, 
of a majority of non-Zionists because the distinction be- 
tween a Zionist and a non-Zionist is slowly disappearing. 
There are left practically no important differences. 


As far as the emergence of Dewey Stone, he of course 
if no newcomer to the American Jewish scene. He it was, 
as we reported here a year or so ago, who negotiated the 
return of Dr. Abram Sachar from his retirement as head 
of the Hillel Foundations to assume the presidency of 
Brandeis. 


As president of the American Friends of the Weizmann 
Institute, he has provided that institution with the kind 
of resources, both financial and human, that has already 
made it one of the world’s finest institutions for pure 
research. 


THERE IS INTERESTING speculation also, in the 
close friendship between him and Abba Eban, whose career 
has a parallel to that of President Eisenhower’s, who in 
being groomed for the presidency, held the post of Presi- 
dent of Columbia University. Eban, who is often referred 
to as successor to Prime Minister Ben-Gurion, is currently 
president of the Weizmann Institute. 


Stone also is a former president of the United Israel 
Appeal, a top leader in the Joint Distribution Committee, 
and the United Jewish Appeal, to which latter his gifts 
have totalled well over $100,000 annually. A new England 
industrialist, he hails from Brocton, Mass., which makes 
him like most leaders of U.S. Jewry today, a non-New 
Yorker. 


A NEW DAY IS dawning for the U.S. Jewish com- 
munity, and failure to appreciate it, or to contend for old 
established ways and institutions can be a mistake. 


Out of this new arrangement replacing the American 
section of the Jewish Agency will come a whole new re- 
alignment, and only the unrealistic will refuse to accept 
it. They should be like Dewey Stone, a staunch supporter 
of the institutions in American Jewish life as we have 
known them, but a man with the stature to recognize 
change and to want to be part of the new rearrangement 
so that he can contribute of his wisdom and experience to 
make the period of transition as smooth and as successful 
as possible. 


HAS THIS BEEN CONSIDERED? 


There are many impediments to the successful opera- 
tion by Jewish agencies of conversion activities, but the 
most serious one hardly seems to have been considered, 

The American Jewish community is upper middle class, 
with a crying lack of security. 

THOSE WHO MIGHT be attracted to Judaism will 
not be the upper middle and top class of non-Jews. Rather 
it will be the lower class. 

These lower-class people will never be accepted into 
the Jewish community unfortunately, and will always be 
outcasts. 

In other words, although we Jews can’t get into the 
upper class and one national Jewish organization has even 
set as part of its program the breaking down of this barrier, 
we keep a tight rein to prevent the working-class Jew from 
breaking into our level. We do this by a system of dues. 
There may not be the same high barrier separating the 
working-class Jew from the upper middle class Jew as 
there is between this middle class Jew and the upper 
non-Jewish classes, but both barriers are strong enough 
so that hardly anyone passes over them. 

WE THINK THAT this condition—one making Juda- 
ism in America a rich man’s religion—will be the big

stumbling block to successful conversion 
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THEY DON’T make better newspaper- 
men, Jewish or otherwise, than Bob Gamzey, 
publisher of the Intermountain Jewish News, 
By coincidence, Bob and this chair both dis- 


cussed the same question— that of Jewish _ 


college youth— in recent weeks. 

We believe that Gamzey’s conclusion par- 
allels our own—that Jewish college youth is 
Striving for Jewish values, but is hamstrung 
by the moral depravity of the world in which 
their parents travel, both Jewish and non- 
Jewish, and the lack of standards for Jewish 
living. 

The “Mile High View” is not dissimilar 
to this “chair.”’ The net effect of Gamzey’s 
writing is to stir up discussion about a vital 
question—the role of Jewish fraternities on 
the campus, and the problem of the Jewish 
student on campus whether organized or not. 

Our own view is that Jewish fraternities 
and sororities are a disgrace. They are part 
of the corruption of our day and they worship 
false values. Their effect on the campus is 
only one of divisiveness, and the fact that the 
fraternities and the sororities boycott, in ef- 
fect, Hillel is the best evidence that these 
organizations are not Jewish, but in effect 
anti-Jewish. 


HERE ARE SOME comments from “Mile 
High View”: 


“Speaking at the Phi Sigma Delta fra- 
ternity regional alumni association last 
week, I suggested that American Juda- 
ism’s stakes are so high that every re- 
source on the campus should be utilized 
to reach the Jewish collegian at least with 
a minimum of Judaic knowledge and in- 
spiration. The so-called Jewish fraternity 
and sorority, despite its new challenge 
of non-discriminatory pledging that is 
becoming part of university regulations 
throughout the country, should inject 
some Jewish spirit and content into their 
house activities. Friday evening dinner 
should reflect the Sabbath spirit. Jewish 
professors, the Hillel rabbi and nearby 
rabbis and community leaders could be 
invited to lead discussions on Jewish topics. 

“College students want to know about 
their faith. Look magazine reported that 
on the campus today, young people are 
engaged in serious “bull sessions,” asking 
themselves what is the meaning of life 
and the nature of God in a nuclear era 
when their careers and entire world can 
be blown up by hydrogen bomb missiles 
before they graduate 

Rabbi Milton Elefant, Colorado U. Hil- 
lel director, recently reported that the 
new Hillel House at Boulder jacked up 
attendance to 100 at major functions. 
That’s 25 per cent of the Jewish enroll- 
ment at Colorado U. For Hebrew classes 
and significant discussion groups, the per- 
centage is much lower. 

The C.U. Hillel director stated that 
while “the home oackground is an essential 
ingredient in the religious education and 
Jewish learning of the child,” many other 
factors explain what he calls “the im- 
poverished condition of Jewish interests 
of our college youth.” These include the 
influence of science, philosophy, psychol- 
ogy and other college teachings that chal- 
lenge religious thinking, especially when 
Jewish education is either non-existent or 
merely a stunted childish memory when dis- 
continued after bar mitzva. R&bbi Elefant 
deplored the lack of disciplined youth to 
undertake the discipline of study to learn 
about their Jewish heritage. He said youth 
wants to know, but not badly enough to 
study. But the C.U. rabbi sees hope. “I 
have often seen the light in the eyes of 
the students who have tasted of the fruits 
of spiritual enlightenment,” he said, “if 
the energies of this light can be harnessed, 
there is hope for man and for the Jewish 
heritage.”’ 

“Rabbi Elefant, leading the B'nai B'rith 
Seminar discussion of “Ethics on Campus,” 
blasted widespread cheating on examina- 
tions, use of frat files of past exams, con- 
formity to low mass standards of behavior, 
manipulation of influence to attain ad- 
vantage, reliance on frat status instead of 
personal scholastic achievement, drinking 
and immorality, 

Comparing collegians today with pre- 
war students, the C.U. Hillel director de- 
plored current lack of hard work and 
study. He decried a general pessimism on 
the campus about the future, and failure 
to grapple with problems and take cour- 
ageous, unpopular positions on social and 
moral issues. He accused the student body 
as a Whole of lacking integrity in social 
relations and disrespecting human dignity 
by overemphasis on fraternities as a sig 


of merit. Conspicuous bv his absence is the 
“celebrated Jewish scholar” of vore. 
“This is the soft underbelly of our 
SOC { ‘ Rabbi Elefant declared, referring 
to the absence of the time-honored virtues 
of hard work, study and reverence for 
God and human personality. Much of the 
fault lies with the adults, he said, pointing 


> 
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to their example of corruption in high 
places, TV scandals, payola, athletic schol. 
arships, and manipulation. Students ‘elect 
io adjust to this kind of world, rather 
than fight it. 

While leveling these charges against 
Students of all faiths, Rabbi Elefant re. 
ferred again ani again to the tendency of 
Jewish students to seek acceptance by the 
non-Jew by bowing down instead of stand- 
ing for Jewish ideals. He agreed with At. 
torney Myron Rubin’s and Bernard Scharf’s 
suggestion that the home is basically at 
fault, making it too easy for youngsters 
who don’t have to struggle any more for 
education and successful careers. Rabbi 
Elefant accused frats of forcing students 
of good religious home background to vio- 
late their moral principles. . . . 

Prof. Bernard Spilka, Denver Univer. 
sity psychology professor and part-time 
Hillel counselor, could take heart from the 
interested, dedicated youngsters who lead 
D.U. Hillel. Prof. Spilka observes that, 
“oranted an aversion to ritual and holiday 
observance by a substantial number of 
Jewish students, this does not denote a 
rejection of Jewish values, but partially a 
lack of information regarding the role of 
such behavior in the Judaic tradition, plus 
an element of immaturity.” Judaism al- 
ways “placed a premium on intelligence, 
learning and scholarship.” 

He reported that off beat manifesta- 
tions of “intellectual Judaism” among east- 
ern collegians who are reported in the 
National Jewish Post to be ashamed of 
their religion are unknown among D.U, 
students. 


WE’D LIKE TO tell you about a new 
acquaintance, but our pen is not that facile 
that we can do an adequate job, so we'll just 
call your attention to him, and hope that some 
day when we’re writing purple prose we can 
handle the man adequately. 

He’s Parker Snyder, publisher of The 
Daily Standard, of Celina, O., a town of 8,000 
souls in west central Ohio. Parker is_ not 
Jewish, and we made his acquaintance through 
correspondence. His grandfather’s — brother 
bought the Standard for $1,000 in 1848, and 
since then, three generations have published 
it with high distinction. The paper fought the 
Klan and the Populists (anti-Catholics) and 
Parker tells with glee of the time his father 
went down a line stretching way down the 
street paying off subscribers who were Can- 
celling subscriptions because of the paper's 
fight against the Klan. 


WE DROVE OVER to Celina last week 
to meet Parker and his family, and he’s re 
freshing personalitvy—a rugged individualist 
who can’t stand domination by anyone and 
whose paper speaks out more forthrightly 
against injustice than any I’ve read in years. 

Parker has a hobby, which is what I'll 
close this piece with. He collects Rolls Royces, 
and currently is building an elaborate garage 
to house them. When I inquired how old were 
the four we were told he has currently, he 
was insulted, because, as he rebuked me, 
these cars do not age, and such a question 
is impertinent. 


IF YOU EVER get to feeling low about 
the state of democracy in the U.S. we sug- 
gest a trip out to see the man—you’ll come 
away imbued with the idea that there is 
nothing so substantial in America as the love 
for freedom, and that as long as people are 
willing to go to extremes to defend their views 
and express them, we're safe from all the 
crackpots, and, as Parker would say, from 
the Republicans too.
